3 
deal of our Bleſſed Saviour's Meaning, in his 
declaring to his Diſciples, that ſtrange and 
ſurprizing Paradox; That his going away 
would be good for them. | 

The Words being thus far opened, I ſhall 
proceed (and may the Holy Ghoſt favour my 
Deſign) in repreſenting more particularly 
ſome of the many Advantages which did ac- 
crue to the Apoſtles and all Chriſtians in ge- 
neral, by the Deſcent of the Spirit : Which 
greateſt of Gifts, our conquering Saviour, 
after the faſhion of Earthly Vicorsz did up- 
on his Triumphant Return to Heaven, diſtri- 
bute amongſt the whole Body of Chriſtians, 
in Token of his Abſolute Victory over all 
the Enemies of Man's Salvation: He led Epheſ. 4. 
Captivity Captive, and gave Gifts unto Men. 8. 

And firſt the Apoſtles (the largeſt Sharers) 
received the greateſt Advantage poſlible by 
the Coming down of the Holy Ghoſt, on the 
Day of Pentecoſt, with the Sound as of a ruſh- Acts 2.1, 
ing Wind, and in Flames of Fire, lighting on &c. 
each of them. By which heavenly Unction 
(as by the moſt Authentick x«297wia) they 
were Divinely Anointed to the Office Apo- 
ſtolical. They had been choſen and appoint- 
ed before by Chriſt himſelf ( r John 20. 21.) 
and this was their ſolemn Conſecratio n orla- 
auguration to their High Calling, and the 
* Exerciſe of it ; they being at the ſame 
time qualified with all ſuitable Gifts for ſo 
Grand a Miniſtry. - By this Meſſage from 


Heaven they were confirmed, beyond all
